BE IT RESOLVED BY THE OITY OOUNOIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the area of land, exbraced in the Barton Springs property aforesaid and the
gift of A. J. Z211lker out of the Barton Survey and Hill League aforesaid, be and the same
is hereby constituted and designated a public park, and that same shall be named and
hereafter officially known as 2ilker Park.

The above resolution was adopted by the following vote: Ayes, Oouncilmen Alfozd,
Bartholomew, Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Oouncilman Wolf, 5; nays, none.

Oouncilman Eartholomew then moved that a bronse tablet be placed in Zilker Park
and have engraven thereon appropriate woxrds ezpreseing the gratitude of the oitigens of
Austin to Oolenel A, Je. 2ilker for his valuable gifte to this Oity, eaid tablet %o be
erected on a suitable stone base, if same is found to be neocessary. The motion was
seconded by Qounciluan Gillie and same prevailed by the following vote: Ayes, Oouncilmen |

There being no further business before the Council, Councilman Alford moved that
the Oounocil Trecess mibject t0 ocall of the Mayor.

The Ocunocil met at 3:00 o'clook P. Ms, with the following members preaent: Counclle
men Alford, Gillls, Mayor Miller, and Oouncilman Wolf, 4; abesent, Ocuncilman Bartholomew,l.

Mayor Millexr stated that the meeting was ocalled primarily for the purpose of dis-
oussing the matter of publio morals at the Bazton Springs Bathing Resort, in response to
& zequest from the Oommittee Of the Oentral Oounoil of Booial Agenocies of the City, and
that the Counoil would hear from any of the delegation of citisens present who wished to
be heard. .

Rabbi Samuel H. Baron, as spokesman for the OCommittee of the Oentral Oouncil of
Social Agencies present, stated that the Oommittee wished to withdraw its request for a
police matron, or counsellor for young people, at Barton Springs and elsewhere in the
Olty, submitted to the Qity Oouncil at its last regular meeting, as it was not the purposee
of sald Committee to advocate any ultra reform movement, and asked that Barton Springs

be placed under the gupervision of the Recreation Department, and that the employment of
a police matron for duties elsewhere in the Qity be left to the discretion of the Council
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snd Police Department.
Jas. A. Garrigon, Superintendent of Reoreation, speaking as a member of the Central

Councll of Scoial Agenoies, also, recommended placing the life guards at Barton Springe

in ocontrol of the oconduot of bathers.
¥rs. Q. Y. Qrookett, as a citigen, expressed a disapproval of the proposal to place

a police woman at Barton Springe, atating that, in her Judgment, there was no need for

sarme.
R. D. Thorp, Ohief of Police, and Mrs. Oarrie M. Kinney, Seoretary of the Humane

Society, stated to the Council and those present that the duties of police matron were
being fulfilled largely by the Humane Sooiety.

Kre. 8. H. Landxum, representing the Woman'e Christian Temperance Union, spoke & few

words of oomuendation for the efficient work that is being done by the Folice Department, !

Following a digcussion of the above matter, Oouncilman Gillis moved that the Acting
ity Manager be directed to have James A. Garrison, Superintendent of Reoreation, take
charge of the Zilker Park and Barton Springs Swimming FPool immediately and to extend his
juriediction to cover the sames The motion was seconded by Councilman Alford and same
prevailed by the following vote: Ayes, Oounoilmen Alford, Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Qoun-
silwan Wolf, k; nays, none; Councilman Bartholomew absent, 1.

Rabbi Samuel H, Baron, speaking for the Qentral Ocuncll of Sooial Agencies, urged
the Counoll %o restore, to tho fullest efficiency, the Welfare Department, which had been
eliminated by the former administration as & matter of eoomomy, streseing the present and
future needs for samée The Mayor etated that this matter wae now under consideration by
the Qounoils

The Counell then heard a committee of ocolored citizene, oomposed of Rev. A. Pybum,
W. H. Fuller, and Mre. O. H. Ohrigtian, on the matter of a site for the Negre Library,
said Qommittee stating that they had been instructed at a mass meeting of the colored
oitizons to recommend to the Library Commission and the 0ity Oouncil the purchape of the
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two 1lote at the ocorner of Angelina and Qotton Streets adjacent to their Oommunity Welfare

Qenter as & site for said Library.
After hearing the Committee, the Counoil postponed motion on the matter until an

inspection of the various sites offered cculd be made.
